On Viewing the Oeuvre of Leonda Finke

My visit to the Medialia Gallery to see the retro- 
spective exhibition of Leonda Finke’s sculpture 
and medallic work was an extraordinary revela- 
tion. I previously knew her work largely from 
my visits to The National Academy, where a 
few examples of her Medals of Dishonor series 
were displayed in the musuem’s shop. They 
were, of course, striking and moving works. In 
their gripping visual reportage of the human ca- _ 
pacity for hellishness, they fell within the great ed 
tradition of anti-war artistic work, going back to 
the German expressionists of the early 20th 
Century, to Goya and Picasso, and to the great 
sculptor and medalist David Smith.

¢ Her powerful human forms, and her extraordinary 
E portrait medals made me sense that I was seeing 
the work of a great sculptor and artist of our time. 
Looking at her work drills into one the humanity 
of her subjects. She combines at once aspects of 
their vulnerability, their magnanimity, and their 
indomitability. The technical aspects of her work 
cannot be too highly praised. So far as her 
medallic works are concerned, there is no contem- 
porary whose portraits capture so definitively and 
with such individuality the character of her sub- 
jects. This is accomplished through her skill at modeling the interior life of her subjects, the absolute mastery 
with which she has controlled the process of casting her works to extract the greatest subtlety of design from the 
bronze with which she works, and, to this viewer perhaps above all else, the marvelous patination with which 
she finishes her scultpture , most especially her medallic work. Multiple examples of the same medallic image 
are finished and patinated so individually as to each truly constitute different and unique works of art. In this, 
her medallic portraits truly harken back to the great medallic tradition of the Renaissance in a way rarely if ever 
equaled by her contemporaries or by her earlier 20th century predecessors.

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"FIDEM AT 70” 
ART MEDAL COMPETITION 






1. To celebrate the 70th anniversary of the founding of FIDEM — Fédération Internationale de la Médailles - International 
Federation of Medal Art a competition for an art medal commemorating this anniversary is to be held. The competition 
will be for FIDEM member artists and member artists of FIDEM member societies or guilds. 







2. The executive committee of FIDEM has drawn up the rules for “FIDEM at 70” as follows. 










3. The competition is to find a two-sided medal celebrating the ethos of FIDEM's support of the art of the medal. The medal 
will be lost wax or sand cast in bronze with a maximum size of 100 millimetres (mm) in diameter or in width and height. 










4, The jury and its chairperson, appointed by the executive committee of FIDEM, will consist of 6 members of whom at 
least 2 members are artist members of FIDEM. The General Secretary of FIDEM will act as secretary to the jury but will 
not have voting rights. No jury member may participate in the competition. 








5. The competition will take place in 3 stages following the timetable as follows 





Stage 1: Designs will be submitted as drawings on paper giving overall dimensions. To ensure anonymity, each submission 
must be sent within an A4 envelope containing the design drawings with no identification marks and a sealed envelope con- 
taining the name and address of the artist, the title, whether to be sand or lost wax cast and a photocopy of the design. A short 
explanation (max 100 words) of the idea behind their design should also be included. There is no limit on the number of en- 
tries an artist may submit. 

Entries must be received by September 11th 2006 












Stage 2: The jury will select a short list of 10 entries for further consideration out of which 3 will be selected for develop- 
ment into models of plaster or other strong material suitable for moulds to be made from. 
These artists and the selected 3 will be informed by 2nd October 2006 







Stage 3: The jury will make the choice of the medal to be issued and will also select the second and third place. The three 
artists must provide at this stage an estimate as to the possible costs for the production of the medal in an edition. 
The finished models must be received by 31st January 2007 









6. Payments and Prizes: 
The participants of the first stage will take part in the competition without payment. 

All the 10 submissions chosen for further consideration in stage 2 will be paid a fee of € 350. 

The winner of the first prize will be awarded the sum of €3000, the winner of the second prize €1500 and the winner of the 
third prize €1000. 

An additional sum of € 500 will be payable to the artist for preparing casting patterns. The amount of this will be 

negotiated between the executive and artist following negotiations concerning the edition size and place of production, which 
shall be agreed between the artist and FIDEM. If possible, the prizes will be paid tax-free.
